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President?s Address 


“In this short life

Four years ago we took our first toddling steps on the path of our high school education. We were infant freshmen, faced 
with the prospect of entering the unfamiliar world of a large high school. Curiosity, blended with cautious fear, filled us 
with anticipation of the problems and challenges that we were likely to meet. One path, that which wound its way through 
the corridors of Brattleboro High, loomed large before us, a path which we felt would end on graduation night in the year 
1974. 

Tonight is that graduation night of which we dreamed as freshmen. Although our days as active students have come to an 
abrupt end, the path on which we embarked four short years past is far from ending. It has come to a crossroads, a point at 
which it branches off into areas until now untraveled. 

We realize now that we are not at the end; we are at the beginning. Before us lie many paths — each winding its unique 
course through life’s wilderness — each holding unforseen problems for the destined traveler. 

We face a moment of decision as we stand at this crossroads in our lives. The decisions we must make tonight and in the 
near future will prove to be monumental in achieving our lifes’ goals. The questions confronting us this evening are two- 
fold. These questions we must answer soon, for one who is just starting out on a journey, must first have the belief that he 
knows where he is going. | 

First of all, which of life’s many paths is for us? This decision is in the hands of each of us as individuals. Hopefully, in 
our four years of high school we have formulated some idea as to where our future goals lie. We can either choose to accept 
a path trod by many through time, or we can decide to reach new horizons unmarked by the blazes of men who have pro- 
ceeded us. 

Knowing the direction of our choosen path, we must decide how we are going to travel it. We can accept life as it is or we 
can determine to make of it what we want. 

It is still a harsh world, where the cruelties of nature and of man are rampant. Some of us may come to grief and disap- 
pointment. Favoritism and luck may play their sordid parts and block the path. Let us not, however, become disillusioned. 
Even in view of these oppressions, we must not strive for security alone. Security is mostly man’s superstition; it does not 
exist in nature. Instead, let us strive that we might learn to respect the meaning of life. 

As we have been taught, let us strive to teach those who are to come after us. Let us not forget to provide the foundation 
of happiness for those whose paths will lie in humble valleys and for those whose thoughts may indeed culminate in deep 
wisdom. 

Perhaps the greatest single lesson that we could have learned from our secondary school education is that life, like educa- 
tion, is rewarding only to the extent that it is pursued; not to the extent that it is endured. 

As we prepare ourselves to go on in the struggle that lies ahead, we must remember that success is not confined to any one 
part of one’s being, but is related to the development of all parts: body, mind, heart, and spirit. In this interrelationship lies 
real power. 

Tonight, as we bid our final farewells to Brattleboro Union High School, let us not look back with longing, rather, look 
ahead with commitment. Commitment to ourselves, to our fellow man, and to the principles and ideals which we, the gradu- 
ating class of nineteen hundred and seventy-four, hold most dear. 

We are here this evening, not only to recognize our high school accomplishments, but to pay tribute to the many people 
who have influenced our development throughout our high school days. As we are a part of all we meet, they are a part of 
us. ۱
